The arrival of Colonel Young's command has 
caused a feeling 
among 


the strikers that 'the negroes will be kept out at all hazards. The town pre- 
sents a most militiiry aspect to-day. Soldiers are met everywhere, even out 
on the most lonesome streets, on the outskirts -of 
the town. Some ot 
the 


militiamen were in anything but a happy frame of mind -as they hadI been 
on duty nearly twelve ifeurs without anytlhmg to eat. There are only two 
small bakeries in the town, and they have been badly rushed 
A bad scare was given the engineer on - a .freiKh-t:.irain . 
fl-iv 
Aor>ar?ntlv -the -freight had orders not to stop at Virden, as 
Rofn- at a ^ery high rate of speed inslde-the yards. Suddenly there was a 
Foud report from a torpedo on the trucks, a signal to the m.litia to bring the 
train to a stop 
The engineer did not hear the report, or decided to pay no 


attention, to It. for the train gathered speed. 
Quickly -there came another re- 
port from a couple of Springfield rifles in the hands of tflie soldiers on 
depot platform. The engineer, with a white face threw 
the tnrottle 
and applied th» -brakes in such a manner as to leave no doubt that he was 
willing to obey orders. After the cars -had .been searched, the tram was al- 
lowed to continue on its journey north. 


NO NEGROES FOR 
PANA. 


PANA, 111., Oct." 14.—A telegram was received today from Virden saying 


that in ail probability Operator Lukens of the Chicago-Virden Coal Com- 
pany would attempt to land at Pana the imported negroes, 
who after a. 


bloody riot, were shut out at Virden. 
A conference was immediately held by telephone between Captain Harris, 


commanding the militia here, and Adjutant-General 
Reece 
and Governor 


Tanner at Springfield. 
The conference resulted in the Governor ordering 


Captain Harris to put a guard at each of 
the coal mines 
and at the ap- 


proaches of each railroad into Pana, and under no circumstances to permit 
any imported negroes to land in Pana. 
Captain Harris has only fifty-seven men under his command, and he 


was ordered to call on citizens to assist him it necessary. The union min- 
ers through their president, immediately volunteered their services.. Other 
citizens also volunteered. 
Captain Harris 
told 
them 
to be in readiness 


where he could find them. 
Thereupon the. minors assembled in waiting far 


a call to arms, whiic Captain Hr.rris immediately followed the Governor's in 
structions and placed a guard at each mine and railroad crossing. 


CAPTAIN HARRIS' STATEMENT. 


In an interview Captain Harris said: 
"The Governor's orders shall be strictly obeyed, and if any negroes are 


brought into Pana while I am in charge, and they refuse to retreat when 
ordered to do so, I will order my men to fire. All armed guards will be sim- 
ilarly dealt with. The Governor's orders shall be strictly obeyed. If I lose 
every man under my command, negroes shall not land in Pana." 


The reported coming oC negroes causfd 
most 
intense . excitement, and 


miners and citizens at once sot ready to aid Captain Harris. 


Governor Tanner's nnme Is on the end of every miner's tongue and he 


is being warmly praised for the quick action -he has taken to prevent any 
negroes landing in Pana. 
Captain Harris, in conference with the miners president. Cravings, or- 


dered the miners to get their guns and be in readiness to assist him in pre- 
venting the negroos from landing. The miners have complied with his re- 
quest. 


It is reported that the negroes wore taken to Blooming-ton and arc now 


en route to Pana over the Illinois Centra!.

MINERS CHARGE M-URDER. 


VIBDEN, III., Oct. 14.—As a result of a meeting held by a number of 


Union miners, during which the terrible fight of Wednesday was discussed, 
a warrant has been sworn out by Virgil Bishop, a leader of -the Union miners, 
charging the -managers at the Chicago-Virden Coal Company with murder. 
Magistrate Roberts put the warrant in Ms pocket -for safe keeping, and 


no%v en,rrles it around with him. At first it was decided to serve the warrant, 
but after deliberation it was thought best, in order to avoid complications, 
to hold It until after the inquest had been completed. 
This decision was strengthened when Magistrate Roberts, who is fore- 


man of the Coroner's Jury, began to-day's session of <tfhe .inquest -within the 
stockade.

nance passed by the City Council flxmg the tax levy at $1.21. The Mayor'- 
message is as follows: 
"Mayor's Office, City Hall. 
"OAKLAND, Cal., October 13, 1S9S. 


"To the Honorable City Council of the City of Oakland, Cal.—Gentlemen: 


I herewith return tc- you without my approval t'iie tax levy ordinance passed 
by your honorable body on Octobor 3rd, fixing the tax rate at $1.21 upon tho 
taxable property of the City of Oakland. 


"After carefully considering 'the same, I am convinced that the aporHon- 


ment of funds as made in said ordinance will not provide amounts BulTl- 
cient to carry on the various departments of 
tlhe city government for tha 


fiscal year ending June 30th, 1S99. 


"This ordinance, as the funds are apportioned therein, will leave deficien- 


cies in the various departments of the city as follows: 


"In the High School fund $20,804. The actual cost of maintenance ot tills 


school last year was $46,294.

"In the Free Library fund the. ordinance provides for-.$8,476, as against 


. ^^...— 
$15,229 last year-for maintenance alone, a deficiency of $6,753. 


,..G.ross-9oefef^----:.',.vin 'the grammar, aria • primary schools there. Tvlll.be a shortage of $1,000 


in maintenance alone. 


'•"In.the public squares for .-'maintenance only, there will be a shortage of 


52,876.

"In the Fire and Police Telegraph fund the deficiency will be $4,238. 
"In the Street Department last year there was expended for actual main-* 


tenance $7G,COO. There will be a deficit of $3,750. 


"In the Fire Department, allowing nothing for new hose 
or apparatus, 


there will be a shortage ot $3,000. 


"The General and Salary fund will be short of paying salaries already, 


fixed by statutes, ordinances and resolutions to the amount of $0,000. 


"The Police Department will be 56,000 short. 
"The Street Lighting Department will be shor.t on contract now in forcd 


$9,008,59. Sundry shortages, $6,000. 


"The. above amounts .have been arrived at after a thorough examination 


of the books of the Auditor showing the actual expenditure In each depart-' 
ment of the city last year, and deducting from the expenses of last ye,ir tho 
cost of items which will not be required this year. In -round numbers thera 
will be a deficiency of 561,903. 


"This ordinance provides for an appropriation of eight cents of the levy, 


for the sewer -fund and nineteen cents for the park and boulevard fund. 


WANTS A NEW LEVY. 


"I feel assured tha.t such a readjustment of the levy dn the several de« - 


partment funds can and should be made toy your honorable body that no de- 
partment in the city government should suffer, more 
especially the 
High! 


School, Free Library, Street, and Fire Departments. 


"The taxpayers in the annexed district are demanding, and they fa-ave it 


riglit to demand, and should have granted to them a reasonable amount o£ 
fire and police protection and such other betterments as it may be possible 
to give them. 


"The improvement of Lake Merritt should be prosecuted as far as prac« 


ticable during the fiscal year. The general impression is that not more than 
one .half of the appropriation made for -that purpose can be earned prior to 
June 30th, 1833, the close of the fiscal year. Should Urat be true, it would ba 
unwise to'tie up the other -half in the park and boulevard fund, from whicli 
it could not be transferred to aid in payment of any claims against the city; 
acrued agaJinst any other fund. 


"I .firmly believe that the sewer fund can get along ivteh less than one« 


bait of the amount appropriated by the ordinance. 
I dislike very much t<J 


veto an ordinance. This is my ninth veto out of one hundred and forty-nines 
ordinances passed by this Council. My vetoes have been sustained with ono 
exception. 


"The tax levy ordinance Is perhaps the most Important one upon -whicli 


we are compelled to act, and it is my belief that -wiBh a levy of $1.20 nil de-< 
partments of the city, if economically conducted, can be carried on with- 
out deficit, and the improvement of Lake Merritt, the city's water park, can 
be carried on as far as it Is possible to do so this fiscal year. 


"We must bear In mind that the fourth month of our fiscal year is now, 


passing, and -«hat all the shortages mentioned will have to be made up dur- 
ing she remaining eight months. For the reasons above given, I feel compelled 
to veto this ordinance.

arrived- here there have been thirty- 
live killed and eighty-five wounded in 
the hospital. A much better showing 
than Shatter made at Santiago. The 
Span'ish.-lost heavily. 
At present we 
have 1,800 Spanish soldiers In our hos- 
pitals. 
••' -rThere Is only one city In the world 
with greater walls than Manilla. That 
Is Peking, China. The .walls of Manila 
are from twenty-five to fifty feet thick 
arid thirty feet high. At the "foot of the 
wall on the outside Is a ditch forty feet 
wide and ten feet deep, full 0* water. 
The -bridges are so built that bhey can 
be closed up against the walls, thus 
closing and .barricading the gates ot 
the city in five minutes, making it im- 
possible for an army, no matter how 
large, to 'take the city without the aid 
of big jruns.
